G'S.R. 1037.—In exercise of the powefST conferred by sub-section (1) oi 
section 215 of the Customs Act, 1962 (52 of 1962), the Central Government, being 
satisfied that it is necessary in the public interest so to do, hereby exempts 
calcium citrate falling under Item No- 28 of the First Schedule to the Indian 
Tariff Act, 1934 (32 of 1934), when imported into India for the manufacture of 
citric acid, from so much of that portion of the duty of customs leviable thereon 
which ia specified in the said First Schedule as is in excess of— 

(a) 35 per cent ad valorem, where the standard rate of duty is leviable; and 

(b) 25 per cent ad valorem t where the preferential rate of duty is leviable* 
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
